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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

The application has been amended as follows: 
CANCEL CLAIMS 12-20, 22 and 23. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4, 6-11, and 21 (Renumbered 1-11) are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response to 
remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Request for Continued 
Examination submitted 02/08/2006, as well as, an Interview on 02/21/2006, and upon 
conclusion of a comprehensive search of the pertinent prior art, the Office indicates that 
the claims, as amended, are allowable. 

Regarding claim 1 , patentability exists, at least in part, with a shield coupled to said 
electronic assembly and positioned to cover said second access opening defined by 
said enclosure, wherein said shield includes a cover portion having a substantially 
planar mating surface and a plurality of extensions adjacent said cover portion, said 
extensions together at least partially defining a channel extending along at least a 
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portion of said cover portion, said channel having substantially parallel boundaries, said 
channel being configured to received a portion of the enclosure and to slidably engage 
the enclosure such that, when engaged, said substantially planar mating surface of said 
cover portion contacts said portion of the enclosure and covers said second access 
opening to inhibit electromagnetic interference emissions from the enclosure. 
Boulay et al US Patent 5204494, Zachoszcz US Patent 5913583, and Herrick US 
Patent 5278351 are cited as disclosing related structure of an electronic assembly 
having an enclosure, a first access opening defined by said enclosure, and a second 
access opening defined by said enclosure; a device coupled to said electronic assembly 
via said first access opening. 

The prior art, however, does not fairly teach a structure to slidably engage the 
enclosure, or suggest the structural limitations above in the manner as disclosed by the 
Applicants.
